Garrison declares in his auuual re­ 
port to the president, made pubiu 
last*night, th at if the adm inistration 
plan for a Continental army 
fails, 
lhe United Stales 
will face 
some 
form of compulsory military service. 
In what many men in official life 
characterize us the mosi remarkable 
report ever made by a Secretary of 
War. Garrison passes 
quickly 
over 
the widespread routine activities of 
the War Departm ent 
and devotes 
practically all his words to the sub 
jeot of military 
preparedness, 
the 
need for which he sums up by say­ 
ing: 
So long as right and wrong exist 
in the world there will be an inevit­ 
able conflict between 
them. 
The 
right doers must be prepared to pro­ 
tect and defend the right as against 
be wrong.” 
Unsparing in his argum ents in an­ 
swer to those who woul . have no in 
crease in the country’s military pre­ 
paredness, Secretary 
Garrison 
de­ 
clares that the American people must 
view their responsibilities and m ea­ 
sure up to them and then goes on 
to take up the various argum ents of 
tlie opposition separately. 
“There are some who do not feel 
free to base their conduct upon a 
onsideration of facts or conclusions 
of reason, because of their interpre­ 
tation of Divine injunction, ’ he says. 
They do not believe in resistance to 
physical force; and those whose con­ 
sciences are so convinced surrender 
life and all that they cherish and love 
at the behest of the aggressor. This 
attitude concerns the individual, and 
him alone. 
It cannot be made the 
general rule of conduct under oui 
form of government without depart­ 
ing from the basis upon which our 
government is founded. 
One is im­ 
pelled to query upon what proper con 
slderation there is based any distinc­ 
tion between the right or necessity or 
desirability of using force to repel 
error, moral force to repel evil and 
physical force to 
repel 
wrong. 
It 
would seem if season were appliei, 
that in each instance the situation is 
identical; and that if we should prop­ 
erly prepare our ininds to be strong 
so that we can reject error, and our 
moral characters to be strong so that 
we can reject evil, we should like­ 
wise make our physical force strong 
in order that we may maintain the 
right as against those who would phy 
aieally impose the wrong upon us. 
“There 
are 
others 
concerning 
whose clarity of vision w e are not 
advised, and concerning whose sound­ 
ness of reason we are not informed, 
b ecau se the attitude which they take 
la admittedly not based upon either 
, vision o r reason. 
T h e y a re th o se who 
predict th a t w a r will n ev er come to 
th is cou ntry, and assert that there­ 
fo re p recau tio n s with respect thereto 
a re unwise and needless. Since wars 
h a v e com e upon nations from the ear- 
Uest d a te of recorded history to this 
m o m en t, there is no basis of fact for 
such a position but an actual demon­ 
stration ¿>f the nonexistence of such 
basis. 
We w ere early warned thai 
there would be wars arid rumors of 
wars, and th at 
nation 
would rise
